The Pacific Bowl

Fear of losing forever a most logical site for the loca-
tion of the proposed ‘“‘Pacific Bowl"” prompted a number of
interested citizens last week to ask the intervention of
Supervisor Burton W. Chace. Theirs is a thankless job, one
of those things that only hopeful dreamers can see sense in,

This idea of a cultural center for the coastal and south-
ern section of Los Angeles County was conceived more
than two years ago by a tireless little woman in Palos
Verdes, Elyse Aehle. As president of the Pacific Bowl As-
sociation she has doggedly set her mind and talents to mak-
ing a big dream come true. How well she succeeds depends
entirely upon the cooperation of individuals in the South
Bay area who still think culture is important to a community.

The land in question is seriously jeopardized, actually
to the point where it may pass into private hands for tract
development within a short time. Originally given to the
people by the former Palos Verdes corporation as a site
for emergency public housing, it now is in the hands of the
County Housing Authority, a federal agency. Commend-
ably, the C.H.A. is going to try to retrieve some of the dol-
lars so recklessly tossed around by the federal government
during the period before 1952 and will sell the 58 acres at
public auction, and very soon.

The site for the Bowl is located in a natural amphi-
theatre southwest of the Palos Verdes Drive and Western
Avenue intersection. It is a natural from every standpoint,
offering protection from fog and prevailing winds. It was
graciously given to the public by the Vanderlip family with-
out strings but with the understanding that it always would
be for the benefit of the public, Now it is fated to become
another tract, something which Torrance and the general
area already has too much of.

If you have within your heart the will to do something
for the cultural refinement of the area, you will want to
have a part in this cause. Perhaps a letter to the County
Housing Authority and the Board of Supervisois will help,

A Vital Issue

The vital issue first raised by Senator Bricker with his
proposed Amendment to the Constitution to make it for-
ever immune to conflicting provisions of international
treaties or executive agreements, is as alive today as it was
last year—when one version of amendment failed of Sen-
ate passage by a single vote.

The issue is alive because it is of growing concern to
thinking citizens over the Nation, and because Senator
Bricker is continuing his fight for the constitutional safe-
guards he deems essential,

Of unusual interest, therefore, must be the views ex-
pressed on various aspects of the Bricker proposal through
a recent vote of all members of the world-famed Common-
wealth Club of California, After long and careful study
of a “pro and con” anaylsis prepared by a special commit-
tee, the membership registered views on salient questions
as follows:

Should Section 1 of the Bricker Amendment be adopt-
ed? (This Section: “A provision of a treaty which con-
flicts with this Constitution shall not be of any force or ef-
fect.”) Yes, 647; No, 467,

Should Section 2 of the Bricker Amendment be adopt-
ed? (This Section: “A treaty shall become effective as in-
ternal law in the United States only through legislation
which would be valid in the absence of a treaty.”) Yes,
562; No, 512,

Do you believe that the power to make executive
agreements has been abused in the past? Yes, 796; ‘No, 324,

Do you believe that the power to make executive
agreements may be abused in the future? Yes, 808; No, 277.

Any concensus of the Commonwealth Club, which ex-
ists solely for the purpose of taking full time for dispassion-
ate inquiry into matters of public interest, enlists general
attention. And the Bricker issue, in this year of history, is
one that calls for grave consideration by all Americans.

Confusion over the Sadlk
vaccine has brought about a
situation that, in itself, is
little short of tragic, One of
the great blessings of our
time has been turned into a
monster of frustration and
anguish for the parents of all
children who have been given
the anti-polio shots,

Now, no matter what the
health experts say, there will
‘be a terrible question on the
minds of all parents faced
with the signing of a note that
will mean vaccine for their
children,

So the Salk vaccine did gain
the approval of responsible
authorities , , , but what hap-
pened? Why should questions
as to the dosage, spacing of
shots and actual merit of the
vaceing come up now? Be
cause experimentation is not
yet over,

I helieve that the vaccine
will eventually prove itself,
but the general public should
have been forewarned of the
questions that any doctor
knew would arise,

There would have been no
scare headlines if those in
charge of releasing the vac.
cine for use had told us to ex-
pect polio among those ex-
posed to the disease before be-
ing vaccinated, Also, no vac-
cine is perfect, It should have
been emphasized that cases
would still show up.

None of the youngsters have
completed their series of three
inoculations, so how can any:
one expect theri to resist the
disease any more than usual?
This should also have been
pointed out in advance.

The Afro-Asia conference at
Bandung, without western
powers representation, was
hardly expected to win friends
and influence people for the
